Novelty is not recognized for the subject-matters of claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 10 and 1 1 because 
D1 concerns the treatment of skin diseases. The "reduction in functions of the skin" can 
be interpreted as skin disease. Skin disease also comprises "photodamage of skin". D1 
as well as above mentioned claims concern compounds from Pothomorphe umbellata. It 
is clear that pharmaceutical compositions of D1 comprise substances which facilitate the 
uptake via the skin. Further it is obvious to inhibit oxidation processes of the skin with 
"function keeping" pharmaceutical compositions. Thus no inventive step is recognized for 
the subject-matters of the claims 2, 3, 12 and 1 3. 

D2 concerns the treatment of diseases which may lead to cancer. Also claim 4 concerns 
cancer. Accordingly, the subject-matter of claim 4 appears to be obvious from D2. 
D3 relates to the absence of mutagenicity of Pothomorphe umbellata in an assay. It is 
generally known that mutagenicity goes hand in hand with cancer. A person skilled in the 
art will be encouraged by D3 to test substances from Pothomorphe umbellata for anti 
cancer properties. Thus claim 4 seems to be obvious from D3. The claims 5, 8 and 9
